A second contained seven 
counts charging robbery, assault and 
assault with intent to kill based on 
the alleged holdup of the West Sev- 
enth street antique store of Mrs. Mors 
on August 12 by McCoy 

While the holdup was in progress | 
McCoy is alleged to have shot W. G. 
Ross, an eastern millionaire, Sam 
Schapp and his wife, Mrs. Anna 
Schapp, and to have robbed Victor 
Emden and Leon Stinak.* 

Following the action Mm Judge 
Crail’s court, District Attorney Keyes 
issued the following statement regard- 
ing McCoy's case: 

“Now that the grand jury indict- 
ments have been voted against ‘Nor- 
man Selby (“Kid" McCoy) f will en- 
deavor to bring this case to trial at} 
the edrliest possible date. I believe 
that we should be able to get to trial 
within a month. 

“When the trial comes up I will 
take personal charge and will prose- 
cute Selby to the full extent of the 
law, using every legal and fair means 
to secure a conviction upon all counts 
of the indictment.

with a different version as to the person to blame.

HARGOR WORK 


) 
The next move in the develop- 


ment of Richmond's harbor is up to 
the citizens of Richmond, accord- 
ing to opinions expressed at a meet- 
ing of Congressman C. F. Curry 
and city officials closely interested 
in the expansion of Richmond, held 
yesterday afternoon at the city hall. 
A letter was presented to City 
Manager J. A. McVittie by Curry, 
which stated the views of the Chief 
of Army engineers on the subject. 

The letter, which is given below, 
says that the appropriation of the 
River and Harbor act has been re- 
duced greatly this year, and that 
he believes that Richmond has not 
shown sufficient activity: to justify 
extension of government work on the 
harbor. 


MY DEAR MR. CURRY 


In reply to your telegram ‘oe August | 


3, in reference to an allotment for 
Richmond Inner Harbor, I have 
telegraphed you today that no allot- 
ment was made for continuing work 
on Richmond Harbor for the reason 
that it did not appear that any 
injury would be done to commerce 
by failure to make an allotment this 
year. ’ 
The river and harbor item in the 
War Department Appropriation Act 
states that the appropriation is 
made “For the preservation and 
maintenance of existing river and 
harbor works, and for the prosecut- 
ion of such projects heretofore au- 
thorized as may be most desirable 
in the interests of commerce and 


navigation.” During the consideration 


of this item by the Committee on 
Appropriations, each project was 
gone over in detail and the amount 
of commerce to be benefitted by the 
improvement was considered. 

After full consideration of all the 
projects, the Committee &llowed only 
a portion of the funds that the 
Exzincer Department had stated 
ceculd 
ing the next fiscal year, and re- 


‘stricted the use of the funds ap- 


propriated, as quoted, to those pro-

In Spite of Tradition Says 
Scotch Sir Harry Lauder 


BY SIR HARRY LAUDER | 
LONDON, Aug. 18,—Let me say, in 
the first who are not the 


mean men. They are not public en- 


tertainers they are not comedians; 
and they are certainly not Scotsmen. 


Neither can meanness be attribited 
to men who are fond of work. They 
are industrious, and they feel that 
they must forge ahead and make 
money, but they are’ not mean. 
After all, it is the hard worker 
who does the most good in his day 
and generation. The best bee in the 
swarm is the one that brings the 
most’ honey to the hive. Work is a 
gift; those who do not possess the 
aptitude for it defend their laziness 
by calling it the artistic tempera- 
ment, and labelling the industrious 
as the meanest men in the world. 
~ I suppose we shall never get away 
from the taunt of meanness against 


Scotsmen. It is one of those jokes 
that have come to stay—like wire- 


less and porridge. In the remote, 
past someone made a joke at the 
expense of a cautious weorsman, and 
that joke has spread all over the 
world and persisted to this day. 

I suppose that if at that time 
somebody had said that an Engiish- | 
man’s chief characteristrc was his 
meanness, the joke would have had 
the same remarkable run, and we 
should still be laughing at jokes 
about an Englishman and his money. 

Mentality a Factor. 


In considering the question of 
Yaeanness one must have regard to 


the mentality ‘of the person who is 
looking for generosity. I have a 
shrewd suspicion that the meanest 
of all men is the man who is most 
outspoken in his criticism of Scot- 
tish generosity. I have never known 
any such critic wandering aboyt with 
pockets emptied by charity. 

It cannot be argued that any one 
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nation is more mean tM&n the rest 
of the nations. Hospitality is com- 
mon to all; meanness is to be found, 
but it is, I believe, uncommon in all 


countries. JI have bought bananas 
in the streets from Italians, and 


when they have been a penny each 
I have never been able to get three 
for twopence. If the hawker is au 
Irishman ‘and not an Italian, he is 
more generous. .

It took him an hour to 

drive us. After he had been triving 

the hour, and we expected to be 

back home, we found that we had 

reached the furthest point from our} 
starting place. At this minute ourjy 
jarvey pulled up, looked round at 
us, and with a triumphant grin, an- 
nounced: ‘Boys, you time’s up. You 
will have to hire me for another 
hour to take ye home or get out 
and walk back.” 

An Ameriean. 

One of the meanest men I have 
ever met was an American. In 
America, you must know, you can 
send telegrams to your friends and 
they have to pay the charge at the 
other end. Fortunately for some of 
our celebrities that does not obtain 
here.
